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Dick Bonham writes about working 
the new bronze clay: 


“Here is a medal I 
recently created us- 
ing the new 
“Bronze Clay”. Be- 
. cause this material 
\ is so “new” the 
methods of firing it 
] have been 
"changing. 
The results are bet- 
ter and the tech- 
niques of working 
the clay have be- 
come easier. I have found that the easiest way to create 
a medal from this clay is to press it into a RTV rubber 
mold rather than to try and sculpt the material directly. 
The clay is very sticky and anything that comes into 
contact with it, hands, tools, working surfaces and 
molds must be coated with a separator. The clay costs 
$34.48 for 200 grams. That is enough clay to create 
two three inch diameter medals. You can have a fin- 
ished medal in forty-eight hours. That is a huge savings 
in time and money over having a piece lost-wax cast. 
The process is no more costly and can be completed in 
the same time frame as cold-casting. The other advan- 
tage over cold-casting is the fact that the completed 
piece is pure bronze. The only piece of equipment 
needed is a kiln. I will have an article on the entire 
process as soon as I feel that the information I give you 
is the best available. The best source for the “Bronze 
Clay” and the best information available on working 
and firing the clay is at www.cooltools.us . I have been 
working with the owner of Cool Tools on finding the 
best way of using the clay for creating sculptural forms 
since the most common use of the “Metal Clays” is for 
jewelry.”

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Historic Medal Dies Contributed to Hebraic 
Section of the Library of Congress 


The exhibit “From Haven to Home: 350 Years of Jewish Life in America (1654-2004) featured more than two 
hundred treasures of American Judaica from the collections of the Library of Congress, augmented by a selec- 
tion of important loans from other cooperating cultural institutions. It was shown in Washington DC, Cincinnati, 
New York, and Los Angeles between September 2004 and February 2006, and now can be viewed at www.loc. 
gov/exhibits/haventohome . 


At the very end of the exhibit three medals were shown. The first marked the 250th anniversary of Jewish settle- 
ment in America, one of which was presented to President Theodore Roosevelt "in recognition of his humane 
endeavors on behalf of the Jews oppressed in other lands." The medal commemorating the 300th anniversary 
bore the inscription: “Man's Opportunities and Responsibilities Under Freedom." On the obverse of the new 
medal celebrating the 350" anniversary is an extended excerpt from George Washington's reply to Newport's 
Hebrew Congregation: "May the Children of the Stock of Abraham, who dwell in this land, continue to merit 
and enjoy the good will of the other inhabitants; while every one shall sit under his own vine and fig tree, and 
there shall be none to make him afraid.” 


In 2004, the 350" anniversary medal was presented to the Hebraic Section of the Library of Congress by Mel 
Wacks, who was head of the committee that coordinated the medal — from choosing the original designs by 
Dana Krinsky to production by the Highland Mint. In March 2009, Wacks also presented the original dies to 
Peggy Pearlstein, Ph.D., Head of the Hebraic Section. Thus no additional medals can ever be struck, making the 
final mintage of this historic medal “a total of one thousand bronze, ninety-four silver, and sixty-two gold-plated 
silver medals, of which the majority were distributed to officials, dignitaries, and institutions, as with previous 
commemorations, primarily by the Celebrate 350 Committee and the American Jewish Historical Society. In 
fact, a golden medal was the public gift of the Celebrate 350 Committee to President George W. Bush on the 


occasion of his attendance at the 350 Anniversary National Dinner on September 14, 2005, in Washington, 
DC,” as reported by Dr. Ira Rezak, another member of the 350" Anniversary Medal Committee. 


Mel Wacks indicated that “It would be nice if these dies would be shown in 2054 for the 400" anniversary of 
the first Jewish settlement in America, and in subsequent 50-year celebrations. In any case, they are now a part 
of American history.”

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News from Daniel Carr: 


“My latest endeavor was to restore a Denver Mint coin press and get it working, for the purpose of having a 
complete private minting operation. So far, I have used it to mint everything from small 16 mm 1/10 oz gold 
coins, on up to large 63 mm pewter medals. Check the website: http://www.moonlightmint.com/artifacts.htm”. 

Grabener coin press number GK MP 360 / 31824 was manufactured in Germany in 1986. It went directly into 
service at the US Denver Mint, where it was employed to strike all of the mint set coins, commemorative coins, and medals 
produced at the Denver Mint from 1986 to approximately 2001. When the Denver Mint ceased production of commemora- 
tive coins in the late 1990s, the press became surplus. It was sold at auction in 2001, and then sat disassembled and collected 
dust for six years in a warehouse outside Denver. 

Moonlight Mint acquired it in early 2007 and completed the restoration in December 2008. Moonlight Mint will continue 
the tradition established by Daniel Carr by minting interesting and finely-engraved medals, tokens, and coins such as the 
popular “Union of North America’ “Amero” series.

Moonlight Mint Grabener coin press restored 2008 


During the restoration process (which was performed by Daniel 
Carr), many interesting artifacts were discovered inside it. These 
artifacts include over 400 un-struck coin blanks (cents, nickels, 
dimes, quarters, and half dollars), several normally-struck coins 
and medals, and other debris. 

One of the first projects for the press after restoration was to strike 
commemorative medals on the coin blanks (and other debris) found 
inside the press. So here you have medals commemorating the 
press’s service at the Denver Mint, and they were struck by the 
press being commemorated, on blanks that were found inside it. 
These press medals will ONLY be struck on the blanks found in- 
side the press.

Medallic Arts Design Challenge 2009 


Northwest Territorial Mint is sponsoring a medallic arts design challenge exclusively for members of the 
American Medallic Sculpture Association. 


Northwest Territorial Mint creates medallions for thousands of police and fire departments across the 
nation. The company is soliciting original designs for two new medallions honoring the nation’s 
firefighters and police officers. The winners of the competition will each be awarded $1,000.00 in cash 
and will receive other benefits. 


CONTEST DESIGN SPECIFICATIONS 

Northwest Territorial Mint is seeking new designs for two medallions: one for firefighters and one for 
police officers. The designs should honor and recognize the valuable work and personal sacrifice of the 
men and women who serve and protect our local communities. 


Each design will be struck in high relief in two sizes — 1.75 and 3 inches in diameter — for each 
profession. The shape of the medallions should take a relatively traditional form. 


COMPETITION RULES 
I. Eligibility 


Entrants must be at least 18 years of age and a member in good standing of the American Medallic 
Sculpture Association. Employees of Northwest Territorial Mint and their family members are not 
eligible to enter this contest. 


ll. Awards 
Two separate prizes will be awarded: one for the design of a medallion for police officers, and one for the 
design of a medallion for firefighters. 


Each entrant submitting a winning design will receive a $1,000.00 cash award. If the winner is also an 
accomplished medallic sculptor, a separate fee will be negotiated with the winner to create a sculpt of the 
winning design. 


In addition, each winner will receive a first strike of any medallion made from the winning design and 
recognition on any certificate of authenticity that accompanies a medallion made with the winning design. 


iil. Submittals 


All artwork should be submitted in printed form and sent to Northwest Territorial Mint, ATTN: AMSA 
Design Challenge 2009, PO Box 2148, Auburn, WA 98071-2148. A completed and signed entry form is 
required for each submittal. 


lV. Adjudication 

Entries will be judged based on printed artwork. A panel of three judges selected from the staff of 
Northwest Territorial Mint will judge all entries and make the awards. The decision of the judges will be 
final. Northwest Territorial Mint reserves the right to reject entries that are inappropriate or unfeasible to 
manufacture.

Each entrant must agree that the winning designs become the sole property of Northwest Territorial Mint 
in exchange for the award money and other benefits listed in these Competition Rules.
